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"It is a noticeable fact," it has been said, "that in periods of economic 
stress University attendance is at a peak." 

Have no fear, reader, that we are about to proceed to the discussion 
of the theme (as a companion to a somewhat similar, but better known, 
one) that "Depression is the automatic indicator that registration 
follows." 

Most decidedly not. For we prefer to consider our record student 
body this year as a nice gesture to the memory of our Founder, on his 
college entering its twenty-fifth academic year, or as an indication that 
the passage of time is adding to the appreciation of his munificence. 

Traditions are, like Rome, not built in a day; but they can, like 
Rome again, be quickly destroyed. We do not suggest that the present 
generation at Macdonald is standing by fiddling while its history burns ; 
but we do believe that our comparatively short stay here would benefit 
had we a fuller conception of the aims and the wishes of Sir William. 

A quarter of a century has passed since Macdonald opened its doors 
for higher education in the Province of Quebec. This, surely, is a fitting 
time for us to cast our minds back in an endeavour to grasp some of the 
spirit which prevailed during the few years following the birthday of 
our college. 

Moreover the magazine comes of age this year, so it is with double 
pleasure that we reprint from Vol. 1, No. 1, extracts from an article by 
the late Dr. Robertson, to whose care was entrusted the early adminis- 
tration of Sir William's gift. 
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THE BEST WE CAN DO 

The main effort of man in dealing with material things has been to 
improve the face of the earth as a home for himself and his children. That 
was not merely a beautiful poetic concept which made man begin his 
consciously moral and social life in a garden. It is the fitting place for a 
home, and for children. Nothing else comes up to it— children playing on 
the grass, picking the flowers and climbing the apple trees. That is 
humanity's perennial Eden. 

We have a superb heritage. We did not make it, buy it or achieve it, 
except in small measure. We entered upon the unearned ownership of an 
inheritance, the greatest any people ever possessed. When or where before 
in the history of the world did ever seven millions of people own half a 
continent like unto this? It is a great landed estate and it is worth while 
to spend ourselves that the people may be equal to its opportunities. One 
likes to look upon it in the green garments of summer and also when 
covered by the sparkling white of winter's cloak, to gaze on the everlasting 
hills, the sweet valleys, the running streams and the vast plains with their 
accumulated wealth in the fertile soils, and then to visit the homes of 
the people who live here and see whether they match this land. If they do 
not, is not the fault that of our education? Is anything better worth our 
while than to help the people to match this matchless heritage? We will 
come to our own through our children. 

Is there a rotation of civilization like unto that of crops? One crop 
should make the land ready for the next and yield seed for larger and better 
crops on other areas. As yet we are but seven millions; but when we are 
thirty millions — as we shall be before many scores of crops have been 
reaped— shall we not be a dominant people among the nations? With the 
travel of the world beginning to cross our threshold from East and West 
and South, shall we not seek to dominate, not by subjecting others to us 
but by lifting them to our levels or higher? All this effort in education for 
the improvement of rural conditions is something more than crops and cattle 
and produce and profits. It is part of a mission to qualify the people to 
live for and by high ideals. We are not of yesterday nor of the last thousand 
years only. Let us sometimes think back of the struggle and privation, of 
the courage and fear, of the anguish and the triumphs, of the faith, hope 
and love, of those who have come to "Mastery for Service," and who by 
mastery, careless of personal ease, have brought the otherwise impossible to 
pass. It is for us to pass on the quality of life and its opportunities, not only 
unimpaired but improved, strengthened and enriched by our tenure as 
trustees shall be ready for their field, their harvest and their seed. As it 
•was in the beginning, is now and ever shall be, world without end. 

That the spirit of remembrance is still alive within us was demon- 
strated on November 11, when the students organized a charmingly- 
simple, but most impressive, ceremony on the back campus. 

It was felt that there should be a more general appreciation of the 
fact that we have at Macdonald a living memorial to our War Dead. 
Very few knew that each of the sturdy, young, red oaks surrounding 
our football field is sacred to the memory of a Life once connected with 
the College. Mr. Beech, President of the Students' Council, in acquaint- 
ing us with this fact paid an eloquent tribute to their memory. 

Their memorials were decorated on this occasion with the flags of 
their Empire and their Country. The two minutes' silence imprinted 
those trees indelibly in our hearts. 

Friends gave their lives for us; ours is to cherish their memory. 
* * * 

We could not conclude without making mention of the excellent 
"go-ahead" spirit which is prevailing this year. Every activity (the 
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magazine, perhaps, excepted) seems to be benefitting by people anxious 
to be "doing something." That is excellent; for it shows that the early 
keenness for athletics was no mere flash in the pan. 

It must have been a long time since the track meet raised such 
enthusiasm; and the same can be said of the different football games 
played. 

Here, however, we do not see eye to eye with our coach of games 
in one of his paragraphs on rugby. 

We do not believe that the athletic aim of a college should be the 
exclusion of all other activities to the lauding of one sporting endeavour. 

A representative athletic team is just what its name implies. A man 
might constitute a representative team at his chosen game of (say) 
Sinking the Swiss Navy, and in sinking that navy (or in getting sunk 
himself, for that matter) we believe he is doing more good than he could 
ever hope to do lolling about, perforce, on a touchline. 

By all means have compulsory athletics for students in junior years; 
but do not curb endeavour because it happens not to coincide with one 
specific game. 

Whether the rugby squad suffered by students interesting them- 
selves in other sports is open to question. We believe that whenever it 
was necessary, the rugby team didn't suffer from lack of its regular men. 
And outside opinions do not seem to indicate that the fair name of 
Macdonald suffered by her being able to compete very favourably with 
our Alma Mater and her faculties in games other than Canadian Rugby. 

We prefer to adopt the attitude of an elderly visitor one afternoon 
when three teams had been playing on the campus. 

"How fine it is," he said, "to see all these young men in athletic 
shorts !" 

Let us go one better !

These and sundry similar expressions, accompanied by flourishing 
sweeps of the blue pencil, led Spinks to fear the worst for his brain 
child. But even* he was scarcely prepared for the poem as it appeared 
in the Thanksgiving Number— from which issue the revised work is 
reproduced herewith:

Once again our college comes up for review. This time a 
Science graduate analyses her student years and emphasizes the 
fact that our undergraduate years are what WE make them. — Ed. 

Last year a graduate of Agriculture wrote a very interesting article 
in the mag.— "Why Did I Ever Pick Out Macdonald?" I, a Science 
grad, realize, as he did, that the fates made the decision for me. And 
precious little I knew of what was in store! But now, having lived 
through two Ste. Annes winters and several winters more in which to 
weigh facts and consider effects, would I pick out Macdonald? 

Yes, I would ! 

Of course, there are things I would like to see changed. I wish, 
for one thing, that we had gone in more ardently for sports: more 
basketball, more badminton, more skiing and skating. Perhaps never 
again will I be placed within such easy reach of them all. Oh yes, we 
were busy, but we could have found time for at least a swim, if we had 
really wanted to. 

Another thing I would like to see at Macdonald is more mixed social 
gatherings. Not dances, not necessarily evening events, but semi- 
informal bridges, teas, skating parties and snow-shoe hikes. Allowing 
the boys to come into the living room only on very special occasions 
gives all the students an exaggerated sense of the importance and 
formality of the occasion, which is a poor background for a training in 
social poise and discrimination. When I was at R.V.C., Sunday after- 
noon teas in the living room were a vital part of college life. We all 
contributed to a fund at the beginning of the year, and this was portioned 
out, week by week. The teas were good fun, and the boys were glad to 
be invited. If the girls at Mac. could be divided up into groups to serve 
tea in turns in the living room, and perhaps the alcove, Sunday after- 
noons would be rather different from some of those I remember, — and 
rather better, too. Only don't anyone, please, evolve the brilliant idea of 
serving it in the gym. and attribute the idea to me ! Do it if you 
want to, but don't lay the blame at my door! Sunday afternoon tea to 
be a success demands a grate fire, tea, a few sandwiches, and a number 
of people who don't see too much of one another during the week. If 
animated conversation and entertaining arguments can not be wheedled 
out of that combination, then Mesdames Hostesses, you are not up on 
your job ! 

I wish, too, that the students as a whole took more interest in 
student government. We Canadians are faced with the problems of a 
large country possessing comparatively few citizens. We may close our 
eyes, or look in another direction, but the problems are still there. If 
we want to keep this country for ourselves, we must learn many things. 
Each citizen, and more particularly each college trained citizen, should 
play a conscious part in our national life. We play our parts, willy 
nilly, whether conscious or unconscious of the fact. We have oppor- 
tunities that no new nation ever before possessed. The pity of it is that 
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we know so little of our history, to say nothing of our future possibilities. 
Frankly, I hated Canadian history at school, and should still think it 
deadly dull, had I not, in the last few years, found other books on 
history that turn it into a thrilling story. If we are to hold our heritage, 
we must be men and women of decision, as were those who left Canada 
to our tender mercies. We must be prepared to act when the need 
arises; so, of course, we must understand our country, recognize the 
need when it arises, and know how to act to her advantage. There is 
no place in the world where democratic government can be studied as 
if in a laboratory, as it can be at college. Some things about it can 
never be learned more readily than by taking an honest interest in 
college elections, the responsibilities of representation, and the decisions 
of the governing body. Unless times have changed materially since I 
was capped, most of you people know little or nothing of such activities 
until they happen to conflict with something you want to do. Honest 
Injun, now, isn't that true? Then you kick like Bolshiviki! My 
children, I know whereof I speak ! 

More interest in the outside world would inevitably follow an 
energetic support of student government, though we weren't too bad in 
that respect in my day. Many a "colloquium" we held. Shades of the 
past! What viewpoints we discussed! But the Economics Club was 
not the success it should have been. I was representative for one term, 
and I blush to confess that I did absolutely nothing; not one single thing 
in the whole term ! The girls who elected me ought to have "ducked" 
me, but they didn't; — they didn't care. That Club ought to be a most 
successful one, run entirely by the students. The chairman of the enter- 
tainment committee ought to arrange for a speaker every two or three 
weeks. There are plenty of women within easy reach, who, if properly 
approached, would be quite willing to speak for an hour, to the great 
benefit of you students. You have no idea how much you could learn 
that way, that would smooth your way professionally after graduation. 
And it would be just about 100% better for the students to manage the 
whole thing themselves, than for the faculty to prepare the programme 
and pass it out. Spoon feeding is always bad for grown children. 
Besides, they are always sure that it is medicine, and consequently balk. 

As far as the courses are concerned, I have come to the conclusion 
that the Household Science Department of McGill, as those of most 
other universities, is like a young pup, long of tail and legs, rather out 
of proportion, a mixture of good points, and points undeveloped. By 
and by the latter will grow up to match the former. The training we 
get at Macdonald stands up well when compared with that given in 
other universities. Don't let anyone destroy your faith in that. But, at 
the same time, carry on our tradition as the "kickers." We want a 
course better than that of any other university, — leading in all aspects 
of the work. Some courses might be arranged, more trips taken, and 
possibly some individual scouting done for the benefit of the Economic 
Club. Divide Montreal into districts, and see what you can find of 
interest. As far as I know, that field hasn't been touched. Write up 
your material of interest, and bequeath it to posterity. 

After such a lengthy discussion on the things I would change, doubt- 
less one who doesn't know Macdonald would wonder what was left. 
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Why would I still want to spend two years in a place I would change 
so much? I think that the answer is to be found in the fact that 
Macdonald is very broadening in its contacts. Students from the east 
and west, north and south, and in between, mix together in all kinds of 
business (not excluding monkey business). It has been said that Canada 
is evolving five distinct national types. If 'that is so, and it is quite 
possible, then we who are interested in a united Canada must do every- 
thing in our power to keep these five types intermingling and in complete 
understanding. Probably nowhere in the country is there a better oppor- 
tunity for this than in a college such as Macdonald, where all sections 
of the country, and all classes of the people are represented by young 
people at an age when friendships are readily formed. 

That is, I think, the biggest thing Mac gives us, though the others, 
routine life, contact with the outdoors, opportunities for debating, acting, 
writing, reading, and so on, all play their extremely important parts. 

If I had a fortune to spend, instead of to earn, I should certainly 
spend a slice of it on Macdonald, and enjoy doing it. But after all, 
money cannot buy her the things of most value. To learn how to do 
interesting things, and to meet people who are doing interesting things, 
are two of the opportunities that every college worthy of its name 
offers its students. Realize this fact, Macites, and enjoy your oppor- 
tunities to the full, before, perforce, you join the ranks of the hoary- 
headed alumni.

University presidents struggling with the problem of commercialized 
athletics might take note of what is being done by the Spanish universi- 
ties in the way of fitting physical recreation into the college curriculum. 

Spanish university students, as we gather from the dispatches, are 
allowed to offer anti-monarchist street demonstrations up to 14 counts 
out of 15 counts required for graduation. The other count may be taken 
either in Spanish Literature or in Musical Appreciation. 

The universities in Spain are closed four months in the year on 
regular vacation, seven months in the year by the Chief of Police in the 
interest of the public, and an average of two weeks in the year as a 
manifestation of sympathy with students who have been expelled for 
distributing seditious pamphlets.

LOUIS, Mo., Sept. 4.— A Newcastle boy achieved country-wide 
recognition this spring when word was given out that John G. Stothart, 
junior student at Macdonald College of McGill University, was selected as 
one of 31 American and Canadian college agricultural students to receive 
fellowships calling for eight weeks of training in business and agricultural 
leadership. The thirty-one young men arrived in St. Louis, July 13th, and 
for six weeks were a part of a big business organization — on the insidie 
where they could see "the wheels go 'round." Following this they spent 
two glorious weeks on the shores of Lake Michigan, near Shelby, Mich., at 
the American Youth Foundation Camp where in addition to a vacation 
outing they received leadership training along with other young people from 
all over the country. 

The eight weeks' training course was given jointly by the Danforth 
Foundation and Purina Mills, makers of checkerboard feeds and cereals. 
Three candidates for the Danforth Foundation fellowships were selected by 
the dean of the agricultural school and from these, officials of the Danforth 
Foundation selected John Stothart as the one whose experience and interests 
seemed to make him best fitted to receive the training. 

Not only during the actual training did Stothart show the suitability 
of the selection, for, at a track meet held during the two weeks' vacation, 
he showed up to great advantage. We offer him our congratulations.

May I be permitted, as a recent graduate, to make a few comments 
on what seems to me to be an excellent time for the expansion of college 
activities? In a college as young as we are tradition does not play a 
very large part; to supplement it, however, there is a freshness and 
spontaneity which are of great value to our corporate life. In the past 
and present the burden of continuing and improving upon the traditions 
and general "atmosphere" has been and is being borne largely, by those 
who have spent the longest time here, namely the men. This is only 
right and natural but, of a college in which the girls are in the majority, 
it is unfortunate to say the least. That the girls are perfectly capable

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Rugby Football

college, and would be an injustice to the faithful coterie of players 
who have formed the team of the current season. Yet circum~ 
stances permit but the briefest of resumes and generalizations for 
this issue.

Accomplishment is largely a result of aspiration and perspiration, — 
provided that our aspirations are measured by our ability. It has ever 
been the hope of our college that our rugby team would win the Woods 
Trophy, emblematic of the Inter-Faculty Rugby Championship of McGill 
University. Yet the twenty-fifth year of the founding of Macdonald 
College finds the "elusive mug" still twenty-five miles away. 

In these years, many difficulties have beset the path of our teams; 
particularly the inexperienced crop of players forming the rugby squad. 
But each season finds its own peculiar stumbling blocks to thwart that 
"purpose evermore before our hearts." 

This year the divided athletic activity of our student body has pro- 
hibited consistency of training, and the peculiar nature of Canadian 
rugby requires a continuous ritual of instruction embodied in scrimmages 
formed by twenty-four men. Traditional loyalty to the development of 
representative athletic teams, in Mastery for Service, has still to be bred 
in the hearts of Macdonald's students. 

In the nine games that have been played, it has been noted : that

monoxided trip to Bishop's University ended well a season now but a 
pleasant memory. But Time takes its annual toll. To the departing 
Seniors, — the best.

Archie Findlayson, the short-forward-pass-receiving expert; faithful 
"Jiggs" Gibb and Bill Hunter, the staunchest of the staunch; and Bob 
Turner, a lineman of no mean repute. It is with true regret that we 
face the loss of Bob Coleman, our quarter-back and forward passer 
extraordinary, but our loss is some school's gain, so to him and our de- 
parting Seniors, the best of Fortune and her Wheel.

Association Football 

Never since Soccer ceased to be played as the major College sport 
in 1912 has there been a livelier or more successful season than the one 
just closed. In previous years it has been impossible to raise a good 
team until the Diploma course came in, but this year, with the arrival 
of five Freshmen, old and seasoned players, and many of last year's 
team on hand, Soccer started with zest the first week in October. 

For the first time Macdonald was admitted into the McGill Inter- 
faculty League, and celebrated that novelty by winning the champion- 
ship ! The first game of the series was played at Macdonald on October 
19th against Arts-Commerce, — a team which boasted six members of 
the McGill Intercollegiate team. The game was somewhat scrappy, 
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due to poor combination on both sides, and Macdonald were two down 
with ten minutes to go. However, a determined rally resulted in two 
quick goals by Taylor and Cooper, thus ending the game with a drawn 
score of 2 — 2. The second game was played against Engineering at the 
McGill Stadium on the following Monday. Macdonald, as usual, lost 
the toss and had to play against a stiff head wind, but managed to hold 
the Engineers in their own half without scoring — thanks to the excellent 
work of the halves and backs. The forwards, although missing many 
opportunities, managed to net three in the second half. 

The last game, against Theology, was played at the Stadium in 
several inches of mud and water. The College team excelled themselves 
and ran up the huge score of 13 — 0. Flood, Cooper, Chaplin, Inniss and 
Eaves sharing the honours between them. 

So ended the Interfaculty series, Macdonald having played 3, won 2, 
drawn 1 ; 18 goals for, and 2 against. 

With friendly matches the team was not so successful, due chiefly 
to the fact that the opponents had played together all the summer. 
C.N.R. juniors walked over the College team, 6 — 1 ; Sun Life, after a 
very keenly contested game, won by the odd goal in five; and United 
Banks, taking advantage of the fact that the College team were listless 
and unable to combine, inflicted a 2 — 1 Armistice-Day defeat. To cele- 
brate the end of the season Macdonald, although letting slip many goal- 
scoring opportunities, defeated a strong McGill reserve XI. 

In reviewing the team it may be possible to pick out one or two 
outstanding players, but it is impossible to compare keenness and good 
team spirit that has characterised all the games, and helped the team to 
progress. It is with many regrets that the team loses Eaves, Griffiths 
and Gilbert. They will be hard men to replace. 

It is regrettable that it has been necessary to move continually from 
one field to another; — put up and pull down goal posts at a minute's 
notice, and to conflict in many ways with the Rugby schedules. It is 
hoped that next year the "powers that be" will see to it that there are 
ample playing fields for three games. A vote of thanks goes to Magnus 
Pyke for his endless trouble in seeing the authorities with the view to 
bettering Soccer interests, and for the success obtained when the team 
was allowed to use the Women's Campus for three whole Saturday 
afternoons.

Inspired by the memories of the past, and strengthened by the 
addition of several new players of outstanding merit, the "Rugger" 
squad took the field with a complete team at the beginning of the 
season. After winning five matches in succession against weaker teams, 
we completed the programme by three excellent performances against 
leading Montreal club fifteens. 

We are glad to report that at a General Meeting of the Men's 
Athletic Association, English Rugby was recognised as a Minor Sport 
at Macdonald College. This alteration in status greatly encouraged 
the players of the game. Whereas formerly our fixtures were all more 
or less unofficial, under the new arrangement we are able to cooperate 
more closely with the other football teams. In this connection we 
desire to thank the officials of the College Rugby Squad, whose friendly 
attitude enabled us to carry out our schedule of fixtures. 
Campus. This team had just returned from the conquest of Toronto 

On November 11th we played the McGill English XV. on the McGill 
'Varsity, so it was with much trepidation that we made the trip into 
Montreal. However, we amazed our opponents and the crowd by nearly 
winning the match, after leading by five points to three for most of the 
6 ame until victory was snatched from our grasp when Rice, the McGill 
captain, scored an unconverted try in the last minute of the game. As 
usual, our team played with spirit and determination against a heavier 
and more experienced side. The pack played a good forward game, a 
method of attack that has become almost traditional with the Macdonald 
team. In this game all the members of the team played very well, but 
especial mention must be made of Marshall, at full back, and Harrison 
and Miller among the forwards, the latter scoring and converting our 
only try. 

The following Saturday we played Westward 1st XV. at Ste. Anne's. 
Several notables were absent from the team, owing to injuries, the game 
at Lennoxville, and, in one case, a tardy appearance on the field after the 
first try had been scored against us. We were defeated by 11 — 0. West- 
ward scored all their points in the first half before the Macdonald men 
woke up. In the second half the Macdonald team attacked strongly 
throughout and was unlucky not to score. Price and McMaster, playing 
in positions to which they were unaccustomed, gave intelligent and 
plucky performances. 

On November 21st a strong M.A.A.A. side visited Ste. Anne's. On 
this occasion we played our best and most exciting game. Playing with 
the wind behind us in the first half we led by 10—0 at half-time. Mac- 
donald opened up the game wonderfully and treated the spectators to a 
display of fine team work. Chaplin scored first after a brilliant indi- 
vidual effort, while Cameron crossed over after a forward rush in the 
true Macdonald style, both tries being converted by Miller. In the 
second half the slope, the wind and the Formal Dance of the night before 
told heavily on the team, so that during a short lapse the M.A.A.A., 
skilfully piloted by Ritchie McCoy, piled up sixteen points before we
